The 1970 Clean Air Act re ­

White House press secretary, 
said: “ We are honoring a re ­ 
quest by the Soviets for this to 
be a private arrival. He’s a 
guest of the United States while 
in this country. The official por­ 
tion of the visit begins Monday, 
June 18, at 10 a.m. Maximum 
coverage will be perm itted." 


Plans called for the Soviet 
leader to be m et without fan­ 
fare by Marion Smoak, the act­ 
ing U.S. Protocol chief, then to 
be taken by helicopter to Camp 
David,, the presidential retreat 
in M aryland’s Catoctin Moun­ 
tains. On Brezhnev’s schedule 
was a Sunday visit by Henry A. 
Kissinger before meeting Nixon 
Monday at the White House. 
Nixon flew to Key Biseayne, 
Fla., with his wife, Pat, after 
speaking in Pekin. III., at the 
dedication of a scholarship re ­ 
search center named for the 
late Sen. E verett M. Dirksen. 
Details of the Brezhnev visit

broad outline of a schedule was 
provided Thursday by Kissin­ 
ger, national security adviser 
to Nixon. Kissinger joined the 
President in Florida Friday.

Tot Rescued 
After 3 Hours 
In Well Shaft 


CONCORD, 
Calif.

“ Oh, 
my God, they’ve freed 
him ,” cried the mother as her 
15-month old son cam e up haw 
ling and muddy in the arm s of 
rescuers. 
Little Carl Christian had been 
lodged for almost three hours 
Friday night in a narrow well 
shaft, 11 feet below the surface 
and just 10 feet above water. 
The 
boy’s 
father, 
Richard 
Christian, said he was digging 
a well and had boarded it over 
temporarily. 
“ I didn’t think he would get 
in." Christian said. 
The boy’s mother, Sherry, 29. 
recalled, 
“ We 
were 
In 
the 
house and I went out to cheek 
on him because I heard him 
crying. When I went outside I 
didn’t see him. I looked down 
in the well and he was crying 
his eyes out.” 
It 
was 
that 
sam e healthy 
voice which reassured rescuers 
as they dug 
a 
rescue shaft 
alongside the 20 inch wide well. 
More than 200 'persons' gathered 
and kept watch. An ambulance 
stood by. 
The workers tunneled into the 
encased well shaft beneath the 
boy so that they could catch 
him if he fell. Finally, they 
pulled him free and emerged 
from the hole to applause. 
“ When the kid came out, he 
was hawling like a 
newborn 
babe,” said Pacific Gas & Elec­ 
tric worker Slim Pederson. 
"H e’s 
at that stage where 
he’s crawling and climbing into 
anything,” said Mrs. Christian.

Freed After Pekin, I1L, Event 


PEKIN, 111. (AP) - A young 
dem onstrator who carried 
an 
“ Impeach Nixon” sign to a cer­ 
emony 
attended by President 
Nixon has been released by Pe­ 
kin police after several hours in 
custody. 
No charges were filed against 
Richard Grawey of nearby Peo­ 
ria on Friday, but the police 
captain who ordered officers to 
seize 
him 
recommended that 
the 
25-year-old 
Grawey 
be 
charged 
with disorderly 
con­ 
duct. Pekin police said. 
Grawey, who said he was a 
recent graduate of Boston Uni­ 
versity, carried the sign to de­ 
dication ceremonies for a re­ 
search center named for the 
late Republican Senate leader, 
Everett M. Dirksen. 
When he was told by Sgt. 
Robin Layer of Pekin police to 
take the sign down, Grawey a r­ 
gued with Secret Service men 
and police that he had a right 
to display the sign. 
He subsequently took the sign 


from a wooden pole, then was 
told to remove it from a ply­ 
wood board backing. 
“ You just don't want Nixon 
to sec the sign,” Grawey said. 
“ We’re not concerned about 
the sign,” said a Secret Service 
agent. " . . . Just take it off the 
plywood.” 
After Grawey objected again, 
Capt. Robert Faux of Pekin po­ 
lice said, “ All right, take him 
away.” 
Grawey was hustled around a 
corner, where Layer dam ped a 
duster of metal keys over his 
mouth 
and 
jerked

head 
back, forcing him to his knees.

Most Members Of Congress Wary 
Of Even Discussing Impeachment

WASHINGTON (AP) - Most 
members of Congress are re­ 
luctant to even discuss the pos­ 
sibility 
of impeachment pro­ 
ceedings against President Nix­ 
on over the Watergate scandal. 
Fewer than a dozen House 
members participated in a dis­ 
cussion Tuesday on a proposal 
to study whether grounds for 
Impeachment exist. Even those 
who favored the study, pro­ 
posed by Rep. Bella Abzug, 
said they are opposed at this 
time 
to 
any 
impeachment 
move. 
“I realize there is a reluc­ 
tance to face the impeachment 
issue,” Rep. Abzug said in the 
floor debate. 
“ However,” the New York 
Democrat added, “I do not be­ 
lieve the House should «brink 
from a process authorized by 
the Constitution as a method of 
protecting our democracy sim­ 
ply because it cannot be certain 
of the outcome or because it 
finds the process itself dis­ 
tasteful.”

Barry 
Gold water, 
R- 
Ariz., one of the first Republi­ 
cans to warn of the impact of 
the scandal, said “only the 


more irresponsible members of 
the House are talking about” 
impeachment. 
He 
said 
the 
lengthy process could have a 
dire impact on the nation. 
“If this only went on for 
three or four months.” he said 
In an interview, “it could ruin 
this country.” 
In history’s only instance of 
presidential impeachment, the 
Senate voted 105 years ago, 35 
to 19, to convict President An­ 
drew Johnson. That was one 
vote short of the needed two- 
thirds.

members to discuss impeach­ 
ment. 
Besides impeachment, there 
have been suggestions that Nix­ 
on resign. 
Several Democrats, including 
former Secretary of Defense 
Clark Clifford and Reps.

that both Nixon and Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew resign. 
The White House said Nixon 
intends to continue as President 
and he has moved in the past 
10 days to shore up his admin­ 
istration.

That’s not exactly new — Indiana has 
been a “paying” state for years. But last 
year it ranked third among 21 states 
which helped to pay for federal aid pro­ 
grams in the other 29. Only two had a 
worse deal, Connecticut ranking first by 
paying $1.58 for every dollar received in 
aid, and Ohio second by paying $1.55. 
In fiscal 1972, Indiana and 20 other 
states paid $4.2 billion more in federal 
taxes to support federal grants than the 
total of grant monies they received: 
$19.5 billion in taxes against $15.3 bil­ 
lion in grants. 
The 29 “receiving” states plus the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia got $4.2 billion more in 
grant monies than they paid in federal 
taxes for grants: $19.7 billion in grants 
against $15.5 billion paid out in taxes. 
According to the Tax Foundation, the 
District of Columbia was the biggest 
beneficiary in the matter of federal 
grants, paying only 31 cents in taxes for 
each dollar received in grants. And 
among the states, Alaska was in line for 
a real bargain in paying 34 cents for 
every $1 received in aid. 
Perhaps it’s nice to know that Hoo­ 
siers are considered by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment to be so well off financially that 
they can afford to pay $1.54 in taxes for 
every $1 they get back in grants. But 
after a while, the story becomes a bit old.

Church Officials Differ On 
Protestant-Catholic Ventures 
NEW YORK (AP) - May a 
Protestant 
partake of the 
Lord’s Supper in a Roman 
Catholic worship service1? In 
the United States, the circum­ 
stances in which it is officially 
approved depend on where you 
are. 
This is the implication of dif­ 
ferent guidelines on the matter 
issued by Catholic bishops in 
two different areas. 
In the diocese of Superior, 
Wis., Bishop George A. Ham- 
mes says Protestante on re­ 
quest may receive holy commu­ 
nion in Catholic churches in 
certain situations, such as at a 
funeral of a Catholic relative, 
at a Protestant-Catholic mar­ 
riage, or at the baptism or first 
communion of a child of a 
mixed marriage. 
“This is another step along 
the road to unity among those 
who believe in Christ,” he says. 
However, in St. Paul-Min- 
neapolis, 
Minn., 
Archbishop 
Leo C. Byrne says Protestants 
are not to share Catholic com­ 
munion on such occasions, and 
that 
intercommunion 
must 
await fuller agreement on be­ 
liefs.“External unity without the 
internal accord in faith is right­ 
ly considered a dishonest un­ 
ity,” he says. 
The diocese of Richmond, 
Va., is preparing guidelines on 
the matter, reportedly similar 
to those by Bishop Ham mes, 
and other dioceses probably 
eventually will do so.

approaches to the matter so far 
come at a time when there also 
are widespread variations in 
practice, along with consider­ 
able sharing of communion in 
Protestant-Catholic 
action 
groups. 
Archbishop Byrne observed 
that “there are some priests 
and ministers who encourage 
the practico of sharing sacra­ 
mental communion.” Bishop 
Ham mes says that it’s simply 
happening in many cases. 
It “occurs more often to our 
large city parishes, but I know 
it to exist even to smaller par­ 
ishes,” he says. 
Because of this situation, and 
increasing questions about it, 
the bishops spelled out 'their in­ 
structions. 
Archbishop Byrne said; “Un­ 
til further agreement to eu- 
charistic belief is reached, 
Protestants and Catholics ought 
not to share sacramental com­ 
munion which is meant to sig­ 
nify and effect the unity of the 
mystical body.” 
Bishop Ham mes said there 
has been “a gradual con­ 
vergence” to belief about holy 
communion by Catholica and 
non-Catholics, and many non- 
Catholics share Catholic belief 
in the “real presence of Christ” 
in communion. 
Although 
joint 
theological 
talks have produced some gen­ 
eral agreements about the ob­ 
servance, particularly between 
Catholics, Episcopalians and 
Lutherans, the churches havo 
authorized no mutual pacts, 
However, Catholics and most 
Protestant churches do accept 
each other’s baptisms. 
Archbishop Byrna says, “We 
have a long way to go from our 
sacramental unity in baptism 
to the unity signified and af­ 
fected by the «ucharist ...” 
He says only in cases of “ur­ 
gent necessity,” such as when 
a non-Catholic is in a situation 
of suffering or danger, can’t re­ 
ceive communion in his own 
church and shares Catholic be­ 
lief in union with bishop and 
Pope, should he be permitted to 
share Catholic communion. 
However, Bishop Hames said 
Vatican instructions on the 
matter cited “other cases of 
such urgent 'necessity” beyond 
the critical situations. 
He says Pope Paul listed four 
basic prerequisites for other 
Christians to receive Catholic 
communion, namely that they 
request it, believe in Christ’s 
“real presence” in it, have 
“serious spiritual need,” and 
cannot for a period have re­ 
course to their own church. 
Subject to those conditions, 
Bishop 
Hames 
authorized 
priests to his diocese to give 
communion to other Christians 
requesting it when confined in 
a hospital or rest home, at a 
Catholic funeral of a relative, 
at a mixed marriage, or to bap­ 
tism or1 first communion of a 
child of a mixed marriage. 
Noting that Jesus, in in­ 
stituting the Last Supper, 
prayed for unity of his follow­ 
ers that “they all may be one,” 
Bishop Hames added: 
“In the diocese of Superior 
we are taking another step to­ 
wards the realization of this 
prayer of the Savior.”
